JOHN BOONE was born in Exeter Township, Berks County, 
Pennsylvania ( formerly Oley, Phildelphia County ) in the 
year 1727. His father was Benjamin Boone (1705-1762) a son 
of George Boone (1666-1744) and Mary LMaugridge] Boone 
(1669-1740). His mother was Ann [Farmer] Boone (1701-71727?) 
the daughter of JOHN FARMER (1667-@1724) and MARY [WYATT | 
FULBIG FARMER ( -1740). Both the Boones and the Farmers 
were members of the Society of Friends (Quakers) and John 


Boone was thus a "birthright" Quaker. 


JOHN FARMER (John Boone's grandfather) is recorded as 
traveling to Ireland twice before he visited America. This 
narrative of his "First American Journey 1711-1714" was 
preserved in the records of the Thaxted Monthly Meeting at 
Saffron-Walddr) Essex, England. John Farmer was born in 
1767 near the town of Taunton in Somerset, England and is 
recorded as joining the Society of Friends in 1685 (aged 18). 
By trade he was a woolcomber. Небмав living in America when 


he died about 1724. 


MARY [WYATT] FULBIG FARMER (John Boone's grandmother) 
born Mary Wyatt, was a widow when she married John Farmer 
about 1699. Like her second husband she was a widely trav- 
eled speaker at meetings of the Society of Friends. Іп the 
introduction to her husband's narrative of his first American 
journey, they are described as "ministers". Then as now the 
Quakers were fundamentally opposed to the Church of England

I was delighted to read your letter informing me that you had seen the article 
in the December 1985 National Georgraphic - describing the "real" Daniel Boone. 
Now that this article has appeared the coonskin cap may be replaced with the 
"proper" hat that Daniel Boone really wore, 


In Davie County, North Carolina at Joppa Cemetery we have the graves of Daniel's 
mother and father - with inscribed gravestones. My theory ( = unproved guess) 
is that these gravestones were inscribed and erected by Squire Boone(Jr) the 
youngest brother of Daniel Boone. 


For several months I have been looking at the microfilm viewer in the Davie 
County Public Library - reading from the "tapes" made of the thousands of 
letters and documents collected by Dr Lyman C. Draper - dealing with Daniel 
and the other Boones. 


A letter іп 1888 from a dentist who lived in Lenoir, North Carolina states 
that when he visited Joppa Cemetery he saw Squire(Sr) and Sarah Boone's _ . 
gravestones, the broken pieces of another Boone gravestone and a stone with 
a tomahawk carved on it with no readable inscription. From other sources, 
we know that the broken stone was erected for my direct ancestor, John 
Boone (1727-1803). 


And just the other day I read a letter from Isaiah Boone, son of Squire Boone 
(Jr) in which he refers to stones cut by Squire Boone (Jr) for a house that 
was never built. On several of the stones Squire Boone(Jr) had carved a star, 
a fish or a tomahawk . This may be all that I will ever find to link Squire 
Boone(Jr) with the gravestones in Joppa Cemetery. 


Now that you are "out West", I wonder if you have seen any "real" cowboys. 
When I was about your age - visiting a ranch, I saw my first cowboy. He was 
riding a small shaggy horse which did not look at all like the horses I 

had seen in the movies. And the cowboy wore very old messy clothes and a 
dirty beard, stained with tobacco juice, as were the few teeth in his mouth. 
Не was nothing like the "image" of a perfect cowboy. Still I prefer truth 
to fable.

Squire's son Jonathan, who had married Mary Carter in 
Virginia, purchased land on the west side of the Yadkin at 
Boone's Ford. His father-in-law, James Carter, was helpful 
in getting the young couple started. Не deeded to Mary all 
his goods and chattels and his dwelling named "Bristol Hall" 
in Rowan County as a gift. Jonathan purchased from Carter 
a Negro man for fifty pounds proclamation money and a Negro 
wench twelve years old for forty pounds proclamation money. 


All of the deeds from Lord Granville contained clauses 
retaining one-fourth of all the gold and silver mined for His 
Majesty George II and also one-half of the remaining three- 
fourths for Earl Granville; also an annual rent of twenty-five 
shillings seven pence for each one hundred acres was to be 
paid.

side Squire and Sarah at the Joppa cemetery. He was survived 
by seven children, one of whom, John, Junior, was the father 
of eighteen children, and another, Hannah, gave birth to thir- 
teen and reared eleven. 

John's strength was proverbial. Оп one occasion he heard 
a pig squealing and rushed out to find that a large panther 
had it in its embrace. John killed the panther with a pine 
knot, after a fierce struggle. At another time his sons were 
dragging logs from his bottom land, hitching the log to a 
wagon with a chain. A log caught between two stumps and 
the boys could not release it. John told them to back the 
wagon a little, and he picked up the log with one arm and 
lifted it over the stumps. 

One day he was expected to join a work party to help 
сісаг underbush from a new tract of land.

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poor." Тһе previous year he had met Friedrich Lang at the home of 
George Lang, and had heard that “the old mother" had broken her leg. 
Lang lived on the road to Fox Nobbs, which according to a Deed from 
Michael Henderson to Friedrich Miller, (recorded in Rowan County) 
was а 600 acre tract on the head waters of Deep Creek, joining Moses 
Woodruff, Samuel Gentry, and John Swim. Miller also had 200 acres 
on Deer Lick branch, joining the Fox Nobbs tract. " 

Passing through Fox Nobbs Soelle came to the home of *old Swim," 
“right at the foot of the mountains,” twelve miles from Friedrich Lang, 
and wondered to see how well he was fixed in so short a time. It 18 
not said where he had previously lived, though there may be a clue in 
the statement that his daughter had attended services in Friedland. 
“Though he is so high he has good corn.” 

From Swim’s house Soelle went to Pipe’s house, in Allen’s Settlement, 
so fulfilling a promise made a year and a half previously. “The set- 
tlers here are all Irish, a robbed and plundered people, where poverty 
makes itself at home. When I go among the Irish I am always re- 
minded of the Greek lines which Paul quoted concerning the inhabi- 
tants of Crete, for they fit the Irish Nation fairly well, even as Luke’s 
comment on the Athenians,—that they are always eager to hear or to 


` tell some new thing,—applies to the men of New England. Му host 
received me gladly, and cared for me as well as he could; milk and 


cornbread was the fare practically all the time I was there, and not 
enough of that.” A day was spent in circulating the notice of Soelle’s 
presence, and that service would be held, and on the following day a 
large number gathered, so that the service had to be held out of doors. 


` When preaching was over urgent request was made to Soelle to come 


and live among them, “for they are a forsaken people, to whom no one 
ever went, and it was more than sixty miles to the Yadkin." Soelle could 
not accept the invitation, but promised to visit them again when he 
could, a promise not to be fulfilled because of his death the next spring. 
The impression made upon him is indieated by his exclamation :— "Tt 
is distressing to see men in such terrible darkness; may the dear heav- 


епу Father lighten the heavy judgment somewhat, so that their eyes 


may be opened to see the glory of God!” | 

On the Sept. 1771 trip, Soelle went from William Grant’s, fourteen 
miles to John Buhn (Boone). According to the Grant from Granville 
to John Boone, 1753, recorded in Rowan County, Boone owned 630 
acres on the north side of Hunting Creek. 


Next day he preached in a meeting house five miles from the Boone 
~ + home, then came eastward to Dutchman’s Creek, where he spent the 
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From the home of Daniel Lewis, Soelle went to John Boone, already 
mentioned, who “will probably join the Baptists for the sake of Com- 
munion." 

In Sept. 1771, Soelle went fifteen miles from John Boone to William 
Grant; and then from Grant's to the home of Nathanael Buhn (Boone), 
“а good day's ride to the mountains," over a very bad path. Не notes 
that the country is thinly settled, most of the men having come in from 
Virginia two or three years earlier. Воопев wife was a daughter of 
Joseph Bryant. 

In June, 1772, however, Soelle turned from John Boone towards 
Dutchman’s Creek, having first visited Hughes, a store-keeper, who had 
only one arm. “Не and his wife are young people, who do not under- 
stand each other.” He is probably the Joseph Hughes, “one-handed,” “a 
peddler," who is mentioned in the Wachovia Diaries of 1770 and 1771. 
It was ten miles from Boone’s, across Dutchman’s Creek, to Morgan 
Bryant’s, where he met “old Col. Hunt.” James Bryant is mentioned 
as a son of Morgan Bryant. 

At James Wilson’s house the service was held in the woods on account 
of the number present. Then Soelle went to Abraham Wilson’s; and on 

to Robert Elrods’, where he held service, baptised the child of Henry 
and Rachel Speer, and spoke with Henn and his wife, young people 
from the Byrant Settlement. | 

At William Bryant’s he saw “old mother Boone,” who was а Quaker; 
also visited in the home of Thomas Bryant. Thomas Bryant’s wife was 
the eldest daughter of old Col. Hunt. “The people here speak of 
building a meeting house, and ask if I will not come to them regularly.” 

From William Bryant’s Soelle evidently passed to the Shallow Ford, 
stopping to speak to Mosby and wife, who had “a large and very wild 
family.” And then back to Salem. 


In November, 1771, Soelle made a trip to the South Fork, the River 

Settlement, the Jersey Settlement and the Uharie. Taking this tour 
as the basis, and filling in from others, the following notes give items 
regarding certain settlers to the south and southeast of Wachovia. 
1) Having visited various families in the South Fork, or Friedberg, 
settlement, Soelle spent the night with Christel (Christian) Frey, 
whose house was a usual stopping place for travelers going to Salisbury 
also. “There is nothing more pleasant than to find at least one soul 
that knows its poverty, but one may search with a lantern and scarcely 
find one within many miles." 

Next day Frey accompanied him to the home of George Reed, in the 
River Settlement on the Yadkin.

Benjamin Boone was born in Bradninich, Devon, England 
16 July (0S) 27 July (NS) 1706, the son of George and 
Mary (Maugridge) Boone. Апп Farmer was born іп 1701 
at Saffron-Walden, Essex, England the daughter of 
John and Mary (Wyatt) Farmer both of whom were long- 
time preachers among the Quakers.

born and named JOHN BOONE, the only child of Ann [Farmer] 

He was 
born at the family farmhouse in Exeter Township, Berks 
County, Pennsylvania. When John Boone was born the place 
was still called Oley (an Indian name) and the area was 
still part of Philadelphia County. 

Both of his parents were birthright Quakers; his mother's 
parents both were preachers at Quaker gatherings.

Mr. Childs wrote to so many people in the Mulberry Forks Area, 
where Benjamin Boone was a Primitive Baptist Minister....trying 
to locate his place of death.

I was delighted to receive your letter, detailing your hus- 
band's descent from Sarah [Boone] Wilson, daughter of John Boone 
(1727-1803) and his wife Rebecca (17357-1820) whom local tradition 
in Davie County identifies as Rebecca Bryan, daughter of Morgan 
Bryan (1671-1763) and Martha [Strode] Bryan ( -1762). 


John Boone was the first born son of Benjamin Boone(1706-1762) 
and the only child born to Benjamin's first wife Ann [Farmer] 
Boone (1701-1727?) who is thought to have died in childbirth or 
soon thereafter. Family tradition is that the baby John was wet- 
nursed by his aunt Sarah [Morgan] Boone. John may have spent 
most of his early years ав а member of his uncle Squire's family, 
until his father Benjamin remarried about ten years after John's 
birth. 


John Boone accompanied his uncle Squire and the members of 
Squire's family, when they moved to the North Carolina Piedmont, 
leaving Exeter Township, Berks County, Pennsylvania on 01 May 1750. 


Ти 1753 John Boone received a grant of 630 acres "on the wa- 
ters of Hunting Creek in then Rowan now Davie County, North Caro- 
lina. Не lived on this land for the rest of his life - dying 
there іп 1803 - possibly July of that year. А11 of his children 
were born on his Hunting Creek "Plantation".

It was a very pleasant surprise when I received my copy of 
INDEX IF NORTH CAROLINA ANCESTORS, to find that we have the 
same line of Boone's and Whitaker's. My ancestor's are also 
Mark Whitaker and Catherine Boone. 


A couple of years ago we were in the Mocksville area and авкей 
someone at a gas station if they knew where the old Boone home- 
stead on Hunting Creek would be. They didn't seem to know too 
much and ме were just driving around in circles, во we gave up. 
I was anxious to see if we could locate the graves that were 
supposed to be there. I have а copy of the old Granville grant 
for the property, but you sure can't find it with that. Do you 
live near there? 


One of the biggest problems I have is trying to find who the 
parents were of Rebecca Bryan. The information I have found in- 
dicates that her father was Joseph Bryan, but that's not possible 
if Joseph Bryan's daughter married Daniel Boone. Then, I located 
information stating that she was the daughter of Morgan Bryan, but 
most information says NO. Hazel Spraker states in her book that 
proof that Joseph Bryan was the father of Rebecca Bryan who married 
Daniel Boone is from Joseph Bryan's will, which lists his daughter 
"Rebecca Boone". That's no proof at all. His daughter could have 
been the wife of "JOHN" Boone, not Daniel and still been correct. 
In the meantime, I still keep searching trying to locate something 
whicj might help. 


The Whitaker's are another problem. I'm related to Mark Whitaker, 
ав well as his brother John Whitaker, and all trails seem to stop 
there. Have you found anything which might be a lead? I have a 
lot of Whitaker information, but nothing that will prove correct. 
John Whitaker married Mrs. Martha Willcockson Wilson 25 Feb 1782 
in Wilkes Co., N.C., but that doesn't seem to help either. 


I would like to exchange information and ideas. Perhaps we can 
break through this problem some way.

BENJAMIN BOONE (1706-1762) marries ANN FARMER (1701-1727?) 


Benjamin Boone was born in Bradninch, Devon, England 
16 July (OS) 27 July (NS) 1706, the son of George and 
Mary (Maugridge) Boone. Ann Farmer was born in 1701 
at Saffron-Walden, Essex, England the daughter of 
John and Mary (Wyatt) Farmer - both of whom were long 
time preachers among the Quakers. 

Marriage of Benjamin Boone and Ann Farmer recorded by 
the Abington, Pennsylvania Friends Meeting as follows: 


"8 mo 3, 1726, Whereas Benjamin Boone and Ann Farmer 


having declared their intention of marriage with 
each other before two Monthly Meetings, Enquiry 
made by persons appointed and found clear from 
all others on ye acct. of marriage, are left to 
accomplish ye same orderly.

Both of his parents were birthright Quakers; his mother's 
parents both were preachers at Quaker gatherings. His 
Grandfather George Boone and grandmother Mary [Maugridge] 
Boone donated the land for the Exeter Township Friends 
Meeting House and Burying Ground. 

His mother, Ann [Farmer] Boone may have died in childbirth 
or soon after. It is thought that John Boone spent most 
of his early years in the home of his uncle and aunt, 
Squire and Sarah [Morgan] Boone.
